THE WORK AND WAYS OF WASH- 
INGTON OFFICIALS. 


The Gathering of Representatives for the Approach - 
ing Session—Tne Naval Struggie—The Public 
Printer— General Curtis’ Case—The Ways 
and Means Comm ttee, Bic., Etc, 


Wasuincton, Nvoember 16.—In less than 
three weeks congress wi!'l re-assemble. Sen- 
ators and members are already beginning to 
arrive and make their arrangements for the 
winter, and in a week or two more the town 
will be made lively with congressmen and 
their hangers on. It is expected that the 
short session will be a very busy one and peo- 
ple are beginning to discuss the legislation 
which will engage the attention of congress. 
The ways and means aod appropriation com- 
mittees of the house will meet here at leasta 
week before congress assembles. The estimates 
of the various departments will be printed 
by that time and placed before the committee 
on apyropriations, so that by the time the 
house meets some of the smaller appropria- 
tion bills can be reported. There are eleven 
regular bills, and the committee hope to be 
able to report and have passed by the house 
at least five of these before the holiday re- 
cess. Colonel Robert J. Stevens, who has 
long been in the service of this committee, 
said the appropriation bills would not re- 
quire as much time for their a 
as they did last session, as the heaviest 
work of the commuttee had already been 
accomplished, and unless there should 
be an effort on the part of the minority to 
obstruct their passage, they could easily be 
disposed of by the 4th of March, when this 
congress expires. The democrats will be anx- 
ious to reorganize the house as soon as possi- 
ble after this congress expires, and may force 
the president to call an extra session by pre- 
venting the passage of the appropriation bills 
this session. It is thought, however, that 
such a course would react upon them and do 
their party more harm than good. A great 
effort will undoubtedly be made by the re- 
publicans this session to pass a tariff bill and 
an internal revenue reduction bill, and, 
to take preliminary steps for the former, the 
ways and means committee will meet in ad- 
vance of the session. It is said the democrats 
will try to prevent this, as they will want this 
legislation reserved for themselves in the rext 
congress, and all the credit of it before the 
country. Asa party measure it is said that a 
ertain democratic member will introduce a 
bill on civil service reform. The proposed 
neasure originated in Buston, and will pro- 

ide that every employe of the government 
thall be given a commission which will enti- 
le him to hold his position on good behavior

THE APPROPRIATEIONS. 

WASHINGTON. November 16--The members of 

he appropriations committee have been noti- 
ied by the clerk, Mr Stevens, to meet in 
Vashington on the 28th inst., in accordance 
with the request of the chairman, Mr Frank 
liscock. Mr. Hiscock being one of the spe- | 
Rial committee appointed last session to ex- 
amine and report upon the Mississippi river 
improvements, he is now absent from this 
city, but will return from that tripin time 
forthe meeting. Itis doubtful whether all 
the estimates of the departments will be ready 
on the date appointed for the committee to 
meet, or that they will be in shape on 
the first Monday in December, as is re- 
quired by law. The extensive legislation of 
last session increased considerably the labor 
of the different bureaus, and is toa great ev- 
tent the cause of the delay. On account of 
the exhaustive revision made by congress, 
however, the labors of gthe committee will 
be considerably lightened, and itis possible 
that the bills of last session will be substan- 
tially adopted. The estimutes for the coming 
year will include nearly nine-tenths of all 
those appropriations which have heretofore 
been known as indefinite, but which are now 
in such shape as to permit some degree of 
defiiteness in their calculation. Asall the 
indefinnite matters heretofore§provided for in 
_ the statutes under what was known as perma- 
nent appropriations will be included in the 
estimates to be sent to congress next month, 
the book of estimates prepared by the secre- 
tary of the treasury will be largely increased 
in bulk. 

SAVED FROM & WRECK. 

WASHINGTON, November 14.—The treasury 
department has just received from the trustee 
of the bankrupt estate of Jey Cooke & Co. the 
sum of $2,500, in payment of a claim of $2,000. 
An interesting story is toldin connection 
with the case. In 1874 Mr. Mason proposed 
to compromise his indebtedness to the gov- 
ernment on official account by the payment 
of $2,000. His friend, one Seymour, of Bos- 
ton, brought the money to Washington for 
the purpose, but the department routine 
being slow the money wasdeposited with 
Jay Cooke & Co. by Seymour in his own 
name. In the meantime Seymour died, and 
Jay Cooke & Co. became bankrupt. When 
the debt was subsequenily compromised, a 
written assignment to the United States from 
his administrator of the deposit account was 
accepted, and claim was accordingly made by 
the government on the trustee of Jay Cooke 
& Co. The claim, however, was treated as that 
of the cepositor, Seymour, by the trustee, and 
the dividends declared from time to time 
were setaside and retained. Parts of these 
dividends were in scrip or stock of the North- 
ern Pacific raiiroad, which was at the time of 
small value. ‘Their scrip or stock remained 
with the trustee until very recently, when it 
was transferred to the government, which 
thereby received not only the amount of the 
original claim, but 25 percent. additional.

THE PRESS SERVICE, 


Consolidation ef the Western and the New York As- 
sociationa. 

New YorK, November 16.—Negotiations 
which have been pending for several months 
between the Western associated press and 
the New York associated press culminated, 
to-day, by a unanimous agreement for a joint 
management. The proposition came trom 
the New York associated press and was ac- 
cepted by the board of directors of the Wes- 
tern assuciated press. The management is 
placed in the hands of a joint committee, 
Richard Smith and Walter N. Haldeman rep- 
resenting the Western associated, and White- 
law Reid, of the Tribune, and Thomas B. 
Connery, of the Herald, representing the 
New York associated press. Mr. Charles A. 
Dana, of the sun, waselected chairman. The 
committee entered’ upon their duties this 
morning. A further meeting will be held to- 
morrow, When the plan of service will be 
adopted. The Western associated press has, 
since the termination of the contract be- 
tween the associations, perfected a cable ser- 
vice which has proved to be superior in many 
respects to that of the New York association, 
and also organized a news service in the east. 
‘he work ot readjustment will continue un- 
til all the differences are disposed of, and 
there will be but. one generai service. A 
new contract will be made with the Western 
Union telegraph company. 


THE CHANNEL GALE. 


Veasele Tossed in the Storm—Ihe Westphalia Disas

all hands oft Stives. A small vessel is ashore 
in Stives bay.

THE SPANISH CRISIS, : 

LONDON, November 16 —The correspondent 
of the Times at Madrid says the sufferings of 
the nation from civil wars, pronuncimentos 
and succeeding periods of exhaustion and de- 
pression are too recent to have been forgotten. 
For these reasons the nation is opposed to 
Marshal Serrano's movement. Prime 
Minister Sagasta understands this. He 
knows that he has the country at 
his back, and feeis that it is his duty as well 
as his policy to resolutely oppose the move- 
ment in the most revolutionary form it hat 
taken.

Paris, November 16.—A duel with swords 
has béen fought between M. Cormudet, mem- 
ber of the chamber of deputies, and the edi- 
tor of a democratic paper. The latter was 
wounded inthe arm. The weekly statement 
of the Bank of France shows a decrease in 
specie of 965,000 francs gold, and 4,520,250 
francs silver. The recommendations of 
the conference on sub marine cables recently 
held at Paris are published. The principal 
of them are thata wilful! damage to the cables 
should be punishable,and damages would be 
recoverable by civil action; that fishing boats 
and other vessels should be bound to keepa 
mile distant from the ships laying cables, and 
that fishing boats losing gear in endeavoring 
to avoid cables should be able to recover 
against the cable companies.

By the Breaking ef a Guy Three Men are Killed and 
Others Injured. 

CLEVELAND, O., November 16—At five 
o'clock last afternoon a strange accident hap- 
pened at the corner of Senecaand Wr. Clair 
streets, where a larve block isin process of 
erection. The wallsand ftlooring being up 
three stories, the boon derrick isa hundred 
feet high, and is two feetin diameter at the 
base. It was used to hoist material. Through 
the breaking or the slacking of a wire 
guy at the anchorage, as it is supposed, 
the derrick toppled and broke about 
twenty feet from the ground and fell witha 
great crash. Three men were on a platform. 
about sixty feet from the sidewalk, hoisting 
aloadof about three tons of brick. One 
jumped and caught the lower guy and slid 
safely tothe ground. The other two, a Ger- 
man named Dietrick Stogan, and a colored 
man named William Price were so injured 
that they died.soon afterward. Stogan’s back 
was broken and Price was shockingly man- 
gled. Another colored man, name unknown, 
was instantly killed by the derrick falling on 
him, and still another laborer was badiy ir 
jured, but may recover.

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BRAVE BEAR’S DEATH.

Yankton, Dak., November 16.—Brave Bear 
the Sioux Indian chief convicted of the mur- 
der of Joseph Johnson, near Fort Sully, on 
the 15th of May, 1579, who was hanged yes- 
terday in the jail yard, was taken from the 
jail to the United States marshal’s office, in 
one of the upper rooms, at noon and there 
bound with straps,leaving his*feet free so that 
he could walk to the scaffold. After his 
arms were pinioned he called 
for a man who could talk Indian, 
and with but little: delay an interpreter was 
called from the outside and Brave Bear had a 
few moments’ conversation with him in the 
Sioux language. He made no confession, but 
did not deny the deed for which he was con. 
victed. He asked the interpreter to send 
word to bis people to make no aitempt to 
avenge tix death, kill no horses, and omit all 
ethic ewitomary mourning exercises. 
He aiso asked ‘that the message he 
hed sent to his people be conveyed 
to the president of the United States, that the 
Great Batier might know he had given good 
advice. At the conclusion of histalk, Great 
Bear was ted to the place of execution, just 
outside the building. He mounted the scaf- 
fold with « firm tread, and stood upon the 
tran, Which was soon to drop from beneath 
imivad hurl him into eternity. His legs

In response to the signal he 
jerked the rope attached to the trigger under 
the zaffold at 12:30 o’clock.

BEYASH EL AZWAH. 


THE FALSE PROPHET A FORMER 
AMERICAN SLAVE. 


The False Prophet of Egypt Claimed as a Former 
Pennsylvania Mussulman — His Adventures— 
The Arab Slaves of Eastern Virginia, 
and Their Progeny, Etc. Etc. 


PHILADELPHIA, November 16.—In the ear- 
lier purt of the present centurya large cargo 
of slaves, direct from the Arabic speaking 
regions of northern Africa, was secretly 
landed near Yorktown, Virginia. This ship- 
load of human chattels was delivered to 
awaiting agents. Eight hundred intelligent 
Mohammedan, light-skinned Africans were 
distributed among the planters of eastern 
Virginia. Fierce as untamed tigers, these 
wild followers of the prophet of Mecca gave 
the slave-owners moré trouble than any other 
eight hundred bondsmen south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line. Many of them escaped north, 
and their descendants live in Fayette 
county, this state. Among them are the 
Blues, Jacksons, Muncys, Paimers, Manaways, 
and others whose thin lips, liizh foreheads, 
aquiline noses, intellectual capacity, and 
splendid physique stamp them at once as 
superior in every respect to the full-blooded 
negro. A Philadelphia Times correspondent 
has found among these people the oid home 
of the great false prophet of Soudan. His 
story, which will be published to-morrow, is 
this: Among the escaped Mohammedans were 
George Johnson and wife. George’s real 
name was Beyash el] Azwah. He was a shiek 
and priest of the orderof Ilami. For several 
years he lived in the mountains near Cornells- 
ville, but, fearing recapture, went to Canada. 


In 1850 he returned to Pennsy!vania and 


settled at Uniontown. In 1854 he removed 
to Brownsville, and subsequently to Pitts- 
burg, where he died in 1877, at a@ very ad- 
vanced age. In 1830, while at Cornellsville, 
his son Thomas was born. At the age of ten 
Thomas had learned the Koran from his fa- 
ther, and could repeat hundreds of pages. No 
turreted mosque reared its marsive walls; no 
bearded muezzin called the ex-slave and his 
family to worship; but Beyash-el-Azwah nev- 
er forgot ‘‘There 1s but one God, and Moham- 
med in His prophet,’’ and in a land of Cbris- 
tian strangers, secretly adhered to the faith of 
his fathers. In 184% Thomas Johnson drifted 
to California, to return to Uniontown two 
years later. In 1853 he went to Par.s and 
joined the French army. He was sent to Al- 
giers. At the close of his term of service he 
joined a caravan, and crossed the great Desert 
of Sahara southward into Soudan. For several 
years he lived among’ the _ natives 
of that almost inaccessible region. 
With his almost perfect 
mastery of the Koran, and his superb knowl. 
edge of the arts of civilization, especially of 
war, he forged tothe frontas a leader. In 
1862, when he heard of the war of the rebel. 
lion, and was fired with an ambition to help 
free the slaves of the south, he wrotea long 
letter to President Lincoln, offering to recruit 
a thousand Arab zouaves for the union army, 
if the United States government would fur- 
nish transportation. The letter got into the 
newspapers, and was published asa greut 
joke. Hereturnad just as the war closed. 
Yet no more enthusiastic lover of the union 
cause stood upon Pennsylvania avenue in the 
city of Washington on the day of the last 
grand parade of the federal armies than the 
tall red-cap Sheik Johnson, fresh from the 
wilds of Africa. 

After calling on the Turkish minister he 
visited Connellsville, Uniontown, Browns- 


bly to. trade. They were received 

well, and were.apparently satisfied, but sud- 

deni, attacked and ii‘tled the Columbians, » 
and afterwards cooked and ate them. The 

Indians had never visited Putumayo before, 

and no one had ever fallen in with them on 

the Amazon. Other tribes have made their 

appearance in different places, and it is be- 

lived that some more powerful tribes are dri- 
ving the weaker ones from the heart of the 
unknown forest, orthey are voluntary emi- 

grapts, who will murder and plunder 
whenever an opportunity offers. 

Residents. on the frontier also suggest 

that they may have_ been driven 

from their homes, wherever these may be, by 

slavers whose vessels ascended several tribu- 

taries of the Amazon, a few months ago in 

search of slaves and produce. ‘The Star and 
tierald says of the suggestion that. Indians 
are captured on all the interior rivers and 
carried off to different out-of-the-way revions 
where they are compelled to work on planta- 
tions established far away from anything 
bearing even the semblance of civilization. 

It is probable that the death of Porter and 
his friends will attract the attention of the 
Colombian government to these long neg 
lected regions of the republic.

THE MUTUAL UNION. 


An Effert by Jay Gould te Cripple Recent Negotiations 
~—An Action to V aeate- 

ALBANY, November 16.—Application was 
yesterday made to the attorney-general for 
the commencement of an action by the people 
of the state of New York against the Mutual 
Union telegraph company to vacate its char- 
ter and dissolve the corporation on the 
ground, first, that the company has unlawful- 
ly issued $10,000,000 of capital stock when. by 
law it was only authorized to issue $1,200,000; 
second, that about $5,000,000 of the bonds of 
the company have been issued in 
payment for ‘construction and _ equip- 
ment of the lines of telegraph 
worth about $3,500,000, and substantially the 
whole of the 100,000,000 of stock has been 
fraudulently issued in connection therewith, 
without any payment, or other adequate con- 
sideration to the company. The application 
is made by William Hendry Camerson, stock- 
bolder in the company, and with it 
filled a further application made by 
Jay Gould, stating that he is 
informed of these proceedings and that he 
desired to be joined as relater in such action 
as may bebrought. The attorney general has 
issued a citation directing the company to 
show cause on Tuesday next, why the appli- 
cation should not be granted and proceed- 
ings commenced.

SULAR DAILY REPORT OF THE 
PROCEEDINGS. 


Georgie’s General Aseembly’s Work for the Day— 
Tne Proceedings in the Senate and House- New 
Bille Batroduced—The Northeaste:n Cir- 
cult Blection Question, Etc., Etc. 


The senate met yesterday at the usual hour 
and was called toorder by President Boynton. 
Prayer was offered by Rev. John Jones, 
chaplain of the senate. The roll was called 
and the journal was read and approved. 
Leave of absence was granted Messrs. Mor- 
gan, Bush, Oliver, Neal and Frederick, of the 
eommittee on lunatic asylum to enable them 
to visit that institution in their official capac- 
ity as the committee. Leaves of absence were 
granted Messrs. Parker and Davis, On the 
call of the roll the following bills were in- 


troduced for a first reading. By Mr. Jones, 
a bill to be entitled an act to*require rail- 
road companies to fence their roads and 
erect cattle guards and for other purposes, 
referred to the committee on the judiciary. 
By Mr. DeWolf, a_ bill to repeal 
an act entitled an act to prescribe the condi- 
tions on which the state wil! assent to the 
holding of lands in this state by foreign cor- 
ratious and corporations incorporated by 
the laws of other states; referred to the com 
mittee on the judiciary. By Mr. Gustin, a 
bill to be entitled an act to prescribe the sala- 
ries‘ of judges of the supreme and supe- 
rior courts; referred to the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. By Mr. Gustin,a 
bill to declare of fell force and effect the act 
to encourage persons making wills to provide 
for the education of indigent young men, 
referred to the committee on education. By 
Mr. Martin a bill to require voters to vote In 
the militia districts in which they reside; re- 
ferred to the committee on the judiciary. By’ 
Mr. Smith, a bill to amend section 1419 ol 
the code; referred to the committee on 
the judiciary. By Mr. DuBignon, a bill to be 
entitled an act to amend paragraph 1, section 
4 of article 2 of the constitution, and to pre- 
scribe for submitting the same toa vote of 
the people. The bill provides for adding 
to the section the following: ‘‘Nor shall any 
person whe is the holder of any office under 
the government of this state, or has been such 
within three months next preceding the elec- 
tion hereinafter referred to, be illegible to 
any office whatever which is filled by an elec- 


“n—--tion by the people or by the general 
asstyubly, except justices of the peace and 


efficials who are cand dates to succeed them- 

‘selves for subsequent terms in the same 
office.”” The succeeding section provides for 
the election to ratify or reject the amend- 
ment to take place atthe next general elec- 
tion, which occurs on the first Wednes- 
day in October, 1884. The bill was 
referred to the committee on_ the 
judiciary. Mr. Davis presented a reso- 
lution for the appointment of a joint commit. 
tee to investigate certain obstructions in the 
Savannah river. The resolution was passed 
and the president uppointed Messrs. Davis, 
Polhill and Hughes from the senate. In 
executive session the senate confirmed D. ©. 
Ashley to be solicitor of the county court ol 
Lowndes county. A message was received 
from the house notifying the senate of tie 
concurrence of the house in the senate reso- 
lution to provide for the appointment of a 
committee on redistricting the state. The 
senate then adjourned. 


THE siQUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The house met at 10 o’clock and was called 
to order by the speaker. Prayer by the chap- 
lain. The roll wascalled anda quorum found 
to be present. The journal was read and ap- 
proved. The judiciary comniittee reported 
on several bills which had been under its-con. 
sideration. It reported adversely on the bill 
to amend the constitution as to the method 
of electing judges. The speaker 
announced as the special order the 
_~ question as to whether there 1s a vacancy 1D 
the offices of judge and solicitor of the North- 
eastern\circuit. The judiciary committee bad 
submitt “1 two reports on the question, The 
ima joritywwas in favor of electing the officers, 
deciaring (that the terms of the present in- 
cumbents have expired. The minority re- 
port declares that the present in- 
cumbents were elected for four years, 
and that there is no vacancy. 

The adoption of the majority report was 

moved. As asubstitute, Mr. Gray, of Rich- 

mond, moved the vdoption of the majority 
report. On this question Mr. Gray addressed 
the house at length. He argued ably on the 
» legal bearings of the question. This circuit 
was created by the Jast legislature and in 
four days - the judge and solicitor were 
elected. There , was no vacan- 
cy. They were eiected for full 
terms and could jnot have been elect- 
ed for any other. Mr: Gary referred to nu- 
merous decisions and precedents.in support 
of his position, The argument was exhaust- 
ive andable. Mr. Silman of Jackson, in re- 
plying to Mr. Gary, said that the scheme of 
the constitution was that one-half of the 
judges should be elected every two years. 

That was the opinion when these 

officers were elected It is the 

opinion of the people of the circuit that these 
officers are to be elected. It can dono harm 
to elect them, and it wiil settle every dis- 

uted question as to their title to doso. Mr. 

Bartlett, of Bibb, spoke 1n opposition to the 

majority report. He thought the law was 

plain on the subject, and read from decisions 
to justify his position. Mr. Sweat, of Clinch, 
argued clearly in favor of the majority 
report, and gave his reasons why he 
thuught there were vacancies in the 
ortheastern circuit that ought to be filled. 

Mr. Lewis, of Milton, argued in favor of elec- 
ting the judge and solicitor. and thought that 

the legislature had a right to place this cir- 

cuit in either set of the circuits to be filled 
every two years. Mr. Falligant, of Chatham, 
argued for the minority report. The com- 
» mittee bad very carefully examined the en- 
tire question and planted itself squarely on 
the law. Such legal minds as General Toombs 
Colonel Hammond and Judge Sam. Hall had 
investigated the question and declared that 
there was no vacancy in the Northeastern 
circuit. The attempt to Jimit these terms to 
two years is in direct conflict with the consti- 
tution and must fall before the superior law. 
Mr. Falligant’s clear reasoning and polished 
shetoric called forth the applause of the 
muse. The previous question was or- 
ed: Mr. Hoge, of Fulton concluded 

he debate for the committee. 
He said that the clear understanding was that 
these officers were to be elected by this legis- 
ature. This was the opinion of the last leg- 
slature, of the people of the circuit, of the 
ncumbents ibemaaeives, If there is doubt as 

» whether the act of the legislature is con- 
stitutional we ought to give the act the bene- 

tof the doubt. The law says ,that the term 
of the office shall be four years—not the 
term of the incumbent. The legislature lim- 
ited the term of these incumbents to place 
this district in one of the two classes which 
are elected every two years. All of the terms 
of the judges must begin on the Istof Jan- 
uary after their election. The substitute was 
lost by 28 to 80. The majority report order- 
ing the election of judge and solicitor for the 
Northeastern circuit was then agreed to.

UPSON COUNTY. 


An En. hustastic Native’sa Eulegistic Description of 
Middle Georg: a. 


From the Middle Georgia Times. 

Upson county, in many respects, is the most 
remarkable county in the state. The lands 
ure varied in soil. In portions of the county 
the land is,gray or mulatto soil and is won- 
derful for its production of cotton, potatoes, 
oats, rye, etc., and is easily cultivated. In 
other portions of the county the clay is per- 
fectly red and the soil dark or black, and will 
produce anything almost that is planted in it, 
but is especially adapted to the production of 
corn, wheat, fruit and vegetables of almost 
any kind. Besides this there is much rich 
river, creek and branch bottom land that nev- 
er fails to make an abundant crop when prop- 
erly cultivated. Much of the soil is adapted 
to the growth of fruit, such as peaches, 
apples, pears, grapes, etc., all of 
which grow in luxuriant abundance. Its 
climate and water is excellent, making it one 
of the most healthy counties in the state. The 
women are beautifuland charming. Manyof 
them would rival the historic beauty of Cleopa- 
tra, whose dazzling char-ns turned the head 
of that stern old soldier and Roinan consul, 
Mark Antony, of heathen Greece, whose 
apduction caused a twenty-two years seige 
and destruction of ancient Troy. Her men 
are generous, industrious, moral and brave. 
Many bomes of her dead heroes who laid down 
their lives in defense of a cause, ‘“‘though 
lost still just,’’ lie bleaching upon more 
than a hundred battle fields. The voice of 
her great men have been heard and heeded in 
the councils of the state and nation. There 
was Gordon, Smith and others, It was not 
our intention to speak of the beautiful, the 
great, the wise and wealthy, but to refer to 
the many advantages of the} county as a 
dwelling place or home. Lands are cheap, 
society good, churches and schools are con- 
venient to all partsof the county. We know 
of no better farming county in the state. 

THE WATER POWERS. 

There is no truth more apparent to the 
thinking men of the period than the fact that 
the cotton mills must ere long move to the 
cotton fields of the south. The time is com- 
Ing, ifit has not come already, when there 
will be little profits to manufacturers in haul- 
ing the raw material over thousands of. miles 
of railroad to the loom, especially when it is 
known that where the cotton plant flourishes 
best there too is the climate best adapted to 
the manufacture of the staple it produces. 
Itis surely a reasonable presumption that 
Where this sun plant grows well ita 
product can be handled _ best. Ex- 
perience has proved that in a climate 
such = as that of middle Georgia, 
cloth made of cotton comes from the loom 
without broken threads or knots—smooth and 
regular yard after yard—while in more rigor- 
ous atmospheres fires are kept up at a great 
expense to produce that humidity inside the 
piiils which is natural here. Hence there 
has not been s») many cotton factories erect- 
ed in the northern states during the past few 
years as formerly in the same period whilst in 
thesouth,especially in Georgia,the building of 
cotton mills is rapidly increasing. It seems 
natural that this should be so: and from the 
Chattahoochee to tbe Savannah, on a iine 
drawn sixty or seventy miles north 
of Columbus, Macon and Augusta, 
there are destined to stand the chief 
cotton manufactories of the southern states, 
ifnotofthe union. Dr. Thomas IP. Janes, 
commissioner of agriculture, in his ‘‘Manuel 
of Georgia,’ says: ‘“Sincethe difference in 
elevation between the moutlis and sources of 
our rivers vary from 1,000 to 5,000 feet—it is 
reasonable to conclude from such data alone 
that the water power of Georgia, if equa).d, 
are not excelled by those of any other Amer- 
can state.’ And suchisthe fact, as is in- 
dosed by the statement of Professor George 
Little, state geologist, who was required to 
make official measurements. This gentle- 
man, in his official report states: 

“The principle water powers of Georgia are 
found north of a line passing through Colum- 
bus, Macon and Augusta. The waters of the 
branch-s,creeks and small rivers of this eleva- 
ted region are accumulated several hundred 
feet above the ocean level, and precipitated 
from the tough metamorphic rocks upon the 
lower tertiary country below, thus. forming 
some of our most gigantic water powers, at an 
elevation entirely free from. malaria, and im- 
mediately surrounded by the cotton-growing 
regions of Carolina, Georgia and Alabama.”’ 

In this connection we wish to direct atten- 
tion to the stupendous water  pow- 
ers afforded by Potato, Tobler § and 
Ten Mile creeks in U pson coun- 
ty. These streams, perhaps, furnish the best 
water powers in Georgia. There are already 
two large cetton mills on Tobler creek. The 
Waynmanville and the Flint river factories 
only afew miles apart. They are paying 
large dividends on the investments and it is 
surprising that moneyed men do not invest 
in some of the unimproved powers on these 
creeks and erect cotton mills Nothing 
would pay better. They are convenient to 
the railroads. What is known as the Rogers’s 
factory shoals on Potato creex(where the factoy 
was burned during the war) is only two miles 
from ‘'homaston and asplendid road leads 
from town tothe shoals. About the same 
distance from Thomaston on another road, 
but on the same creek, is the Nelson shoals. 
These shoals alone will furnish power sufti- 
cient to run almost any amount of machin- 
ery,and the water can be controlled at a small 
expense. Individuals or companies wishing 
to invest in any kind of manufacturing can- 
not do better than erect them in the county 
of Upson, where the water powers can be pur. 
chased cheap, the water controlled at a small 
expense and at the same time be conveniert 
to the railroad. 

THE CHURCHES, 

There are various religious denominations 
in the county, consisting principally of Mis- 
sionary Baptist, Primitive Baptist and 
Methodist. All the denominations have good 
churches. In the country, the Primitive 
Baptist has the largest membership, but in 
Thomaston the Missionary Baptists and the 
Methodist churches are inthe lead. We could 
say much more of the advantages of the grand 
old county, but time and space forbids it.

Judge Fort was born in Stewart county on 
the 14th of July, 1849. He graduated at the 
university of Georgia, in 1867, at the age of 
eighteen, and sharing the first honor with a 
comrade. He read law under Volone! Willis 
Hawkins, and came to the bar in 1868. He 
has three times represented Sumter county in 
the legislature; was a delegate to the na- 
tional democratic convention in 1876, and 
represented the state on the commit- 
tee that notified Governor Tilden of 
his nomination. He has’ been’ promi- 
nent asa possible candidate for congress in 
the third district. While in the legislature 
he was prominent on several leading commit- 
tees, acting for sometime as chairman of the 
judiciary committee of the house. He was 
elected by the house one of the managers in 
the Renfroe impeachment trial, and he and 
A. H. Cox conducted the argument before 
the senate. He was chairman of the M. & 
B. Rh. R. committee and was the author of 
the bill seiling that road. He was chair- 
man pro tem. of the railroad committee, and 
in connection with Hon. Mr. Rankin, 
of Gordon, drafted the Fort-Rankin railroad 
bill, and secured the passage through the 
house of this bill, which, with the senate 
amendments, constitute our present railroad 
commission law. He is an accomplished law- 
yer, a popular gentleman and will be a valua- 
ble accession to the bench of Georgia. He is 
the voungesi judge on the bench of Georgia, 
as he was the youngest representative when a 
member of the house. If he sustains the rep- 
utation already won, as a judge, there is no 
trust in the gift of Georgians to which he will 
not be eligible. Wewish him eminent suc- 
cess as judge of the Southwestern circuit. 


How Many Gallons Make a Bushel ?

The dry measure quart is 
larger than the liquid measure quart. We 
have been led to make note of this in our lo- 
cal column by telling the above circumstance 
in quite a crowd of intelligent gentlemen and 
noticing that every single one of them, lke 
Mr. Hudson, thought that eight gallons ought 
to make a bushel. In like manner seven men 
out of ten—and among them many pbysi- 
cians—think that there are 480 grains of qui- 
nine in an ounce bottle, whereasaclose scruti- 
ny of their old arithmetics would show that 
there are only 4374 grains. These are both 
lessons of an eminently practical character, 
but the ordinary school methods are too 
dreamy to reach anything practical.

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THE CORWIN 'S CRUISE. 


Incidents of a Voyage in the Aretle Regione—Strik- 
ing Commenta. 

Wasuinetos, November 16.—The report of 
Lieutenant Healy, commander of the revenue 
steamer Corwin, covering the operation of the 
vessel en her second northern cruise up to the 
24th ult., has been received at the treasury 
department, having been mailed trom Ouna- 
laska. Lieutenant Healy says of the natives 
of St. Lawrence bay: ‘For the benefit of any 
who may be cast upon the hospitality and 
kindly feeling of the natives along the northern 
shore, I wouid most earnestly recommend 
that some token of appreciation be offered 
them. This will insure the extension of that 
hospitality and the protection which, to cast- 
aways, means life itself.’’ With regard to the 
‘matter of the Putnam, he says: ‘We learn- 
ed fromthe St. Lawrence Islanders that on 
the sixth day after the departure of the Rod- 
ger’s crews the body of the unfortunate mas- 
ter of the Putnam was found on the ice be- 
tween the north and south head, From 
the story they tell, it appears that a few days 
after their departure an easterly wind sprang 
up which freshening into a gal ,caused the ice 
to float into the bay and form pack, filling 
its entire catent. Upon thei > the natives 
buried the seal, and during t e excursion re- 

eatedly saw the body of Putnam, and by 
his side, revolvers, asled and skeleton of a 
dog. Early in August the Corwin entered 
the Arctic ocean. Afteraday’s cruise here, 
she spoke a numberof whaling fleets. The cap- 
tain of the bark George and Susan reported 
the loss of the steam whaler North Star, which 
was crushed in the ice, July 8, and the Cor- 
win relieved him of one of her wrecked sea- 
men, the remainder having sailed gor 
Francisco by the Thomus Pope. C 
ly says: ‘I was particularly sorry 
our trip so far to the eastward 
would not allow me to take any astronomical 
observations. We ran lines of soundings, 
however, during the entire cruise in the arc- 
tic: and, while we found that to the west- 
ward of Point Barrow “along the coast the 
soundings as marked upon the charts are very 
correct, those to the westward are to some de- 
gree incorrect.” 

Itrecommended that a line of soundings 
be made along the coast from Point Barrow 
to McKinzie river. 

Captain Healy visited the habitations of 
the natives of King’s island, and in the Arc- 
tic ocean, a curious people who live upon 
a precipitous hillside as no other people live. 
He says that houses are erected upon poles, 
and entrance to each is effected through a 
hole in the front wall, about fourteen inches 
in diameter. 

The Corwin is now on return voyage, by 
way of Sitka, to San Francisco.

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PUBLIC EDUCATION IN GEORGIA. 

We have been favored with a copy of the 
address of Dr. J. L. M. Curry, agent of the 
Peabody educational fund, delivered before 
the American missionary association at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, on the ‘National Problem of 
Southern Education.’’ The address is a very 
suggestive one, and we could wish that it 
might be brought to the attention of the leg- 
islature now in session in this city. It is full 
of figures and statements intended to en- 
lighten the audience before which it was de- 
livered, but these and statements 
are interesting even at home. Dr. 
Curry, arguing in favor of national 
aid to the southern states in this important 
matter, goes over the whole ground afresh, 
and brings to the subject the illumination of 


figures 


an extraordinarily brilliant mind. 

A great deal has been accomptished 
Georgia in the direction of public education, 
but the representatives of the people have dis- 
played undue caution—a sad lack of enter- 
prise, we might say—in doing their whole 
duty in the premises. What bas been accom- 
plished thus far has been mainly due to the 
personal efforts—the unfaltering devotion—of 
the state commissioner of public education. 
With a zeal rarely matched, this officer 
has gone from county to county impressing 
his views upon the people, upon grand juries, 
and upon individuals.

Each of 
these buckets has a capacity of about one gal- 
lon, and is fitted with a cover, in which are 
two small holes for the admission of alr. 
Twenty young fish can make a long journey 
by express in one of these buckets very com- 
fortably without a change of water. A year 
or two ago, as an experiment, a common tin 
bucket containing a few live carp was sent by 
express to Commissioner Blackford in New 
York, with a request that if the fish 
were alive when he received 
them, he would reship them 
to Washington without changing the 
water. Hedid so, and when they reached 
Washington again after a week's absence, the 
fish were found in good condition and did not 
appear to suffer after remaining another week 
in the same water, although the bucket stood 
in a warm room in the meantime. The small 
buckets mentioned are much used in sending 
carp to individual applicants not too remote 
from Washington. Where a number of ap- 
plicants live in the same vicinity a dozen or 
two dozen buckets are packed in a strong 
wooden crate and sent by express. For larger 
shipments ten-gallon tin cans are used, one of 
which will accommodate from 150 to 200 
young fish. , 
~ It has been found by experience that the 
voung fish taken from the water in the spring 
appear to be more tender ard do not bear 
transportation so well as those taken in the 
autumn. It is found, too, that the growth of 
the carp in the south is about twice as rapid 
asin the north. There isacarp now at the 
Smithsonian Institution which, as a young 
fish an inch or two in length, was sent to 
Georgia and placed in a pond where it re- 
mained less thana year, when it was sent 
back to Washington weighing seven pounds, 
In the latitude of New York and New England, 
one of Professor Brird’sassistants informed the 
correspondent, the average yearly increase in 
weight the first year is about three to three 
and a half pounds. Carp weighing from three 
to six pounds are occasionally seen on the ta- 
bies of fish dealers in the Washington mar- 
kets, having been taken in the Potomac, into 
which it is supposed they escaped. during a 
season of high water when. the carp ponds 
were invaded by the river. These fish are 
esteemed a delicacy and sell at good prices.

Sec. 1. That from and after the first day of 
April, 1882, it shall be unlawful forcattle of any 
kind to run-at large either day or night, upon any 
of the public streets of this citv, within the limits 
known asthe ‘“‘Sanitary Limits.’’ and from the first 
dry of November, until the first day of March, it 
shall be unlawful for catule of any kind torun at 
large either day or night upon any of the public 
streets within the incorporated )imits of this city. 

Sec. 2. Any cattle running at large in violation of 
the above section shall be taken up by any member 
of the police force andconfined ina place to be 
provided for that purpose, and if unclaimed within 
twenty-four hours, the chief of police shall, after 
advertising it for three times in one of the daily 
city papers, proceed to sell the same at public out- 
ery to the highest bidder. ; 

sec. 5. Any person whose cattle may have been 
sold under the provisions of this ordinance, shall 
by making proper proof of ownership, be paid the 
proceeds arising from the sale of such cattle after 
deducting the actual expenses of advertising and 
feeding of the same. But should such cattle be 
called for before the day of sale, on proof of owner- 
ship, said cattle shall be released upon the payment 
of actual expenses incurred for advertising and 
feed up to the time said claim is made. 

All laws and parts of laws conflicting with the 
above be, and the same are hereby repealed.
